has booked Old Town Hall with high school 
bands from now until October, and the hall, 
which fits 300 people, isn’t always big 
enough to fit everyone who wants to come, 
says Fahey.

Selectmen endorse senior center lease

id selectmen’s decision to support 
De Williams Hall for a new 
senior center lift a great weight from 
the shoulders of senior center advocates? 

“If you use the word wait, W-A-I-T, 
instead of weight,” says Dorothy Bresna- 
han, Council on Aging president. “It’s been 
years and years and years.” 

But Andover took another step last 
Thursday to possibly creating its first 
stand-alone senior center, when selectmen 
voted, on a 3-2 split, to approve a proposed 
30-year lease of Phillips Academy’s Will 


Hall. The plan is for the town to renovate, 
expand and turn Will Hall into a senior cen- 
ter, using money raised by the private 
Friends of Andover fund-raising group. 

As expected, selectmen Mary French, 
Brian Major and John Hess supported the 
lease, and selectmen Lori Becker and Larry 
Larsen opposed it. 

Despite the presence of then-Tropical 
Storm Floyd whipping rain and wind out- 
side, selectmen held a special session to 
consider the lease Thursday, Sept. 16. Some 
minor changes to the lease were made as a

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Man sought in 
murder attempt

Ts woods near the Andover Country 
Club was the scene of what police are 
calling an attempted murder late Mon- 

day night, after a man allegedly clubbed a 

Lawrence woman half to death with a tree 

limb. 

“She’s in intensive care, and all we know 
right now is she has a fractured skull and 
internal bleeding,” says Det. Sgt. Don Pattullo. 
“She may be moved out of ICU today (Wednes- 
day) so we’re hoping to talk with her more in 
depth later.” 

Police said the 33-year-old Lawrence 
woman was abducted from South Broadway 
in Lawrence around 10:30 p.m. Monday. She 
was dragged into a tan Toyota by a man 
described by her as a black male, about 25 
years old, nearly 6 feet in height, wearing a 
dark shirt and jeans. 

“She said she was walking (to a friend’s 
house) and he was standing on the sidewalk,” 
says Pattullo. “He just grabbed her. Once. in 
the car, he held her head with her hair, 
against the door.” 

The woman told police she had never seen 
the man before.

Her head’s 


At an age when most of her 
peers might be accused of having 
their heads in the clouds over 
what to wear, or who they’re 
going out with on a Saturday 
night, Olivia Leitermann, a 
junior at Andover High School, 
might be accused of the same 
thing. 

But she’s got her head in the 
clouds — literally — for another 
reason as well. At 16, the Mohawk 
Road resident just completed her 
first solo flight in a Piper Toma- 
hawk this past weekend at 
Hanscom Field in Bedford. 

Piloting a plane hasn’t been a 
dream since grade school. She 
actually got the bug from a some- 
what unlikely source: “I guess it 
first entered my mind when I was 
10 or 12,” she says. “My violin 
teacher was a pilot, and it sound- 
ed like a really cool thing.” 

While she never got the chance 
to fly with her music teacher, who 
is, by the way, the assistant con- 
ductor of the Boston Pops, that 
expOsUe was nah to prompt 
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in the clouds 


her to start bugging her parents 
about flying lessons. 

“They did have some safety 
objections at first,” she says of 
her parents, Richard and Kath- 
leen Leitermann. 

But now that she’s had the con- 
trols on her own for the first time, 
her mom was proud enough to let 
the Townsman know about it. 

Olivia’s first “introductory” 
lesson was at Lawrence Munici- 
pal Airport, but everything since 
then has been at Hanscom, large- 
ly because her violin teacher rec- 
ommended an instructor there. 

“It took me a “while to find 
him,” she says, “so I didn’t really 
start until the spring of 1998.” 
After that, the lessons were a bit 
intermittent at the start, but even- 
tually became once a week, usual- 
ly for an hour or two. 

Olivia estimates she took about 
20 lessons before her solo flight, 
but that is more than an older stu- 
dent would take, since she had to 
be 16 before she could attempt a

solo. 

And yes, she is aware of the irony that she 
can pilot an airplane at a younger age than 
she can get a license to drive a car. 

She says the lessons “seemed pretty sim- 
ple” at the start, since she was doing things 
like making turns in the wide-open sky, 
“where you’re so far removed from every- 
thing that there doesn’t seem to be much 
chance of a collision.” 

But then she started working on landings, 
which were “a lot more difficult,” she says. “It 
got to be pretty frustrating. My approaches 
would be too high or too low, and sometimes I 
would bounce the plane up and down.” 

But by last week, her instructor clearly had 
enough confidence to give her the controls. 
After a couple of “touch-and-go” maneuvers, 
which means landing the plane and then 
immediately taking off again, “he just told me 
to do two touch-and-go’s, and then taxi the 
plane back to the parking area. And then he 
walked away.” 

Olivia says the flight was exhilarating, but 
“kind of unnerving as well. I was pretty 
wound up about it for the day or two before.” 

Now that she has the first solo flight com- 
pleted, Olivia says she plans to continue tak- 
ing lessons, getting into the study of naviga- 
tion, but says she'll probably just fly recre- 
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ationally. 

She says she has thought about 
joining the Air Force, but wouldn’t be 
able to fly jets because her vision is 
not perfect. 

But even if she doesn’t make a 
career out of it, she hopes to continue 
doing it for fun. 

“T might even do some flight train- 
ing myself,” she says.

They'll make strides 


against breast cancer 


More than 150 people either living 
or working in Andover will be among 
those participating in the American 
Cancer Society's annual Making 
Strides Against Breast Cancer walk 
on Saturday, Oct. 3. Registration for 
the 5.7-mile walk along Boston’s 
Charles River Esplanade will be 
between 8 and 10 a.m. Walkers will 
begin at various times of the day. 

According to organizers of the 
walk, there will be 50 participants 
from Genetics Institute, 30 from 
Smith and Nephew, 30 from Lucent 
Technologies, 20 from DCI and 13 
from CGI. 

“This support boosts our confi- 
dence that we will meet this year’s 
goal of 30,000 participants,” said Lana 
Lessem, walk manager. 

The walk, the largest single-site 
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*breast cancer fund raiser in the 
nation, will help kick off National 
Breast Cancer Awareness Month. 
The goal of organizers is to raise 
$2.7 million in pledges. The money 


raised will support the American ~ 


Cancer Society’s breast cancer 
research, education and service pro- 
grams for breast cancer patients and 
their families in Massachusetts. 

Between 1991 and 1996, breast can- 
cer mortality declined by 21 percent 
in Massachusetts. In 1995, the most 
recent year that data is available, 71 
percent of all breast cancers were 
diagnosed in the earliest stage, when 
the disease is most curable. 

“Clearly we are making progress 
in saving lives from breast cancer,” 
said Dr. Gena Carter-Brockington, a 
radiologist and member of the ACS 
Breast Cancer Advisory Group, 
adding that the walk “generates 
awareness about the disease, and the 
funds raised are continuing to help 
women get the mammograms and 
support they need. 

Breast cancer is the most common 
cancer among American women. It 
will strike 175,000 women this year, 
including 4,400 in Massachusetts. 
About 1,100 women will die of it this 
year.

Normally, selectmen candidates 
insist on waiting until after the winter 
holidays to announce their candidacy. 
This year, Christmas came early. 

Both incumbent Selectman Brian 
Major, and selectman hopeful Ted 
Teichert have already announced 
their intention to appear on the March 
2000 town ballot. 

Two slots — Major’s seat and the 
seat being vacated by nine-year vet 
Larry Larsen — will be available. 

A 1979 graduate ,of Andover High, 
Teichert considered running last year, 
but decided against it because he had 
just moved back to town with his wife. 
But Teichert made it clear then that he 
intended to run in 2000. 

In August, as Larsen was entering a 
meeting, he passed Teichert and said, 
“Hello, Mr. Selectman.” 

Teichert is a familiar face to many. 
He says he helped his family manage 
the Sport Shop on Main Street from 
1975 to 1988, and is currently the presi- 
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dent of Andover Junior Football 
League and a member of the town’s 
Millennium Committee. 

Major says he decided to announce 
his intentions this week because it 
seemed some people didn’t realize his 
first three-year term was already com- 
ing to a close. 

“T’m going to get things rolling with 
respect to putting together a campaign 
team,” says Major. “When I’ve talked 
to people they’ve said, ‘Your term’s up 
already?’ There’s a lot of surprise.” 

Building a Andover Community 
Skate Park; gaining support for a pub- 
lic safety center, new elementary and 
middle schools, and a senior center; 
expanding youth services; hiring a 
full-time project manager for the 
major building projects and expanding 
and upgrading Andover’s infrastruc- 
ture are issues Major says he’s “put 
extended effort into” during his first 
term. :

cludes is how Andover pays for its 
sewer extensions. 

As it stands now, two-thirds of the 
cost of sewer extensions is covered by 
betterments, with one-third paid by 
current sewer users. But Major says 
the entire town should pay for the 
sewer extension that will handle the 
proposed new _ schools in West 
Andover. 

How the town is spending taxpayer 
money will also be high on Major’s list 
if reelected, he says. 

Major favors spending more on 


_ youth services, but is leery of taking 


on more capital projects. 

“We have $76 million worth of pro- 
jects that are on the table,” says 
Major. “We’re going to have to be very 
careful what we approve in the Capital 
Improvement Plan.” 

Major also suggests that the town 
should gradually raise the school oper- 
ating budget over the next few years, 
and set aside money to be used when 
the new schools open. 
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“We should gradually plan that 
operational increase into our budget 
so we don’t take that hit all it once,” 
says Major. “If we do it right, hopeful- 
ly we won’t need to go for an override 
just to have staff on board.” 

Teichert says providing more 
affordable housing and building a 
youth or community center are his top 
priorities. 

Teichert wants more people of mod- 
erate means who grew up in Andover 
to be able to afford to live here, either 
through public housing or through 
town policies that will encourage 
builders to provide a range of housing 
options in their developments. 

“IT want someone who’s lived here 
before and grown up to be able to come 
back. How we get there (to providing 
moderately priced housing), that’s 
going to be the job,” he says. 

School Committee member Timo- 
thy McCarron, who says he “definitely

Bring balance 
to the village 


Andover is a community that was out 
there ahead of the Hillary Clinton curve 
when it came to the philosophy, “it takes a 
village to raise a child.” 

Before it became a hot topic of national 
conversation because of a book written by 
a presidents wife, the “village” in 
Andover already had a system in place to 
help parents raise their children. 

From early childhood day care to the 
enormously popular SHED program, 
Andover kids are part of a larger commu- 
nity from the start. 

They go from that to broad-based sports 
leagues where everybody plays, and to the 
Department of Community Services, 
which provides more than 20 programs a 
day for children of grade-school age and 
younger. 

The “graduates” of those programs are 
now crowding Youth Services activities to 
the point where Director Bill Fahey fig- 
ures twice as many adolescents would 
participate if he had the vehicles and the 
staff to accommodate them. 

There is a lot to give thanks for here. 
Parents should be thankful for the out- 
standing quality of the programs available 
in town, and for staff members who clear- 
ly care about young people and their 
needs. 

The kids themselves should give thanks 
that the town is willing to spend the 
money to provide activities and mentors 
to help them through some difficult and 
volatile years. The new skate park and 
recent moves to create a youth center are 
evidence of that continuing commitment. 

The average local taxpayer should give 
thanks for programs that are obviously 

well-run and effective, and for the fact that 
most kids who have a constructive place 
to blow off all that energy won’t be doing it 
in a destructive way. 

But amid all this comes a word of cau- 
tion, from Fahey himself. He’s obviously 
not opposed to youth programs. He runs 
them, and loves the kids who come out to 
them. 

But he’s also wise enough to know that 
a program isn’t the whole package. 
Indeed, the village isn’t the whole pack- 
age. There is still the reality that the pri- 
mary need for kids is a loving, stable 
home environment. The trick is finding 
the right balance between the schedule 
and the relationship. 

It may indeed take a village to raise a 
child. But when it comes to their own chil- 
dren, parents must make sure they are the 

leaders of that village.

As residents of Chestnut Street, we 
have easy access to downtown and to 
route 125, which is a great convenience. 
Unfortunately, this convenience works 
both in our favor and against us at 
times. 

We enjoy working outside in our 
yard, so we have the opportunity to wit- 
ness the way people drive up and down 
our street.

Join the battle 


against mercury 


Editor, Townsman: 

Greek gods, the Mad Hatter, ther- 
mometers and thermostats. What do 
they have in common? Mercury. 

Mercury has always been fascinating, 
volatile and dangerous. It is dangerous 
when it shows up in our environment 
and our bodies. In the 1800s, mercury 
was discovered to be a neurotoxin that

caused hat makers to act strangely 
or to go “mad,” thus the term 
“mad hatter.” 

Andover has taken a major step 


towards keeping mercury out of 


our environment by initiating a 
separation program for spent fluo- 
rescent light bulbs — a significant 
source of mercury — from town 
offices, buildings and schools. Joe 
Piantedosi has established several 
collection points for the town facili- 
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ties. Other sources include waste 
from hospitals, thermometers 
(with the silver liquid), ther- 
mostats, old household batteries, 
and position-sensitive switches in 
automatic shut-off irons and auto- 
mobile truck lids. 

Source reduction efforts have 
reduced mercury levels in the 
waste stream over the past 10 
years. Since 1996, the battery indus- 
try has stopped adding mercury to 
alkaline batteries, and created 
alternatives for mercury button 
batteries, such as zinc air batteries. 
The paint industry eliminated mer- 
cury as a fungicide in interior and

exterior paints. Unfortunately, the impact on 


the environment is slow to repair because mer-. 


cury does not naturally break down over time. 

What happens ‘to mercury? When products 
with mercury are thrown out in Andover, they 
go to a waste-to-energy plant in North Andover. 
Mercury is volatile and, when burned, it is 
released into the air. Newer waste-to-energy 
plants with scrubbers remove more mercury 
than those without scrubbers, but they still 
release some. The North Andover plant does not 
have scrubbers, but a retrofit is planned to be 
completed by the end of 2000. 

The released mercury travels as a gas at 
times, transforms into methylmercury (a more 
dangerous form), deposits on soil and water bod- 
ies and is absorbed by plankton and fish. ~ 

At the top of the food chain, “bioaccumula- 
tion” can result in concentrations 100,000 times 
greater than the levels in the environment. 

What is the government doing? Mercury has 
been labeled as a “persistent, bioaccumulative 
toxin,” and is the focus of many environmental 
groups and state environmental protection 
departments. The concern is widespread 
enough that this year, the Northeastern states 
and Eastern Canadian premiers joined together 
to review current research about the mercury 
impacts on our parts of each country. They pre- 
pared Mercury Study, A Framework for Action, 
published in February 1998. 

Out of this effort, came a new resolution in 
June, among the governors and premiers, 
agreeing to cut in half the emission of mercury 
from power plants, incinerators and other 
sources by the year 2008. The Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection has 
recently proposed very strict air regulations in 
keeping with this goal. 

In recognition of the health concerns about 
mercury, 39 of the 50 state departments of public 
health have issued fish advisories regarding 
freshwater fish. The Massachusetts DPH has 
warnings about eating fish caught in 67 water 
bodies, most of which are of concern due to mer- 
cury. 

In our area, the list includes: all water bodies 
in Andover, the Merrimack River between Tyn- 
gsboro and Methuen and the Ballardvale

Impoundment of Shawsheen River. Nearby, the 
Concord and Sudbury Rivers and Walden Pond 
are also on the list. For fish from the Merri- 
mack, the DPH recommends that high-risk indi- 
viduals (children under 12 and pregnant or 
nursing women) eat no White Sucker or Large- 
Mouth Bass and that the remainder of the gen- 
eral public should limit consumption to two 
meals per month. 

For Ballardvale, the same warnings apply to 
Large-Mouth Bass and Black Crappies. 

Why worry about it? We know that high 
doses can cause symptoms similar to cerebral 
palsy. In low doses, there are negative effects on 
memory, learning and kidney function. Mer- 
cury crosses the placenta and can concentrate 
in a fetus up to 10 times more than in the moth- 
er. In a fetus, mercury affects cell division and 
brain development, which can cause children to 
be born with learning disabilities. 

What can we do? Most mercury-containing 
items can be saved for disposal at a Household 
Hazardous Waste Day. (Andover has one sched- 
uled for Nov. 6.) In addition, Honeywell (a ther- 
mostat manufacturer) has established a take- 
back program, in which they will accept old 
mercury-containing thermostats mailed to 
them. (Call 1-800-328-5111 for a mailing enve- 
lope.) 

Massachusetts Has arranged a_ state-wide 
contract for the recycling of fluorescent lights. 
Towns can sign up and pay to have their used 
fluorescent lights recycled. (Andover has not 
yet made this available to residents.) Hospitals 
can ship their old mercury-containing batteries 
to the manufacturer to have them recycled. 

Look around you at home and work and see 
what you can do to make a change. Every small 
amount of improvement helps.

Dramatic changes in 


AHS performing arts

Andover High School’s _per- 
forming arts department has an 
almost entirely new cast of char- 
acters this year, following several 
retirements and resignations. 

The position vacated by Music 
Director Robert Lague, who 
directed dramas and musicals for 
AHS for more than 14 years, is 
split into two positions, drama 
director and choral director. 

Christopher Shailor, formerly 
of the Hamilton-Wenham school 
district, is now AHS theater direc- 
tor. Carol Prasad, music teacher 
in Andover middle schools, is 
now the high school’s choral 
director. 

Julie Diehl is the AHS orches- 
tra director, and also teaches 
strings at Bancroft, South School 
and Doherty Middle School. Band 
Director Brandon Psenicka, a 
recent graduate of Berklee Col- 
lege of Music, replaces Mark 
Napierkowski. 

Along with his 10 years of expe- 
rience, Shailor brings to Andover 
the opportunity awarded to him 


as host of the annual New Eng- 
land Drama Guild festival. 

Andover High, which may or 
may not have a chance to compete 
the festival, will host events in 
the Collins Center the first three 
days of April vacation. 

The prestigious competition 
will expose Andover students to 
the most sophisticated drama stu- 
dents and productions in New 
England, Shailor says. 

But he doesn’t plan to stop 
there. Shailor also has connec- 
tions with a Russian theater 
troupe at the Yaroslavl Theatre in 
Moscow, to which he once took 
students on a field trip. 

Shailor plans to produce a vari- 
ety of shows, from comedy to con- 
temporary to original student 
shows, but mostly he plans to 
challenge students. 

His approach is community 
oriented, he says. The lack of a 
“star” system in Andover, or 
focus on one student over others, 
appealed to him he says. 

“For me, that defeats the pur- 
pose. Putting on a piece of theater 


is a communal act. It takes the 
universal support of the whole 
school community,” he says. 

Prasad says now that the 
choral program is its own entity, 
she plans to take things up a 
notch, and develop a more com- 
petitive and polished chorus that 
participates in festivals and trav- 
els the state. 

Psenicka says he also plans to 
beef up the band, and worked 
quickly to establish a rapport 
with students. 

“We have fun in rehearsals, 
but as soon as I give a downbeat, 
they know it’s time to work,” 
Psenicka says. 

Psenicka and Prasad say one 
challenge facing their efforts to 
develop music programs is the 
block schedule that leaves some 
students little time for electives, 
particularly in the upper grades, 
as they fill their schedule with 
academic classes they need to pre- 
pare for college. 

But neither Psenicka or Prasad 
have duties restricted to the

Center aims to make sure eating improves with age 


Anyone visiting the Andover Senior 
Center at lunchtime might have a hard 
time believing that malnutrition is a 
national epidemic for elders. 

But the Andover Senior Center’s 
bustling cafeteria full of conversation and 
hot food is a foreign experience for many 
elders. 

While no one ever said eating right 
was easy, those who care for elders say 
maintaining good eating habits is more 
challenging, and maybe more important, 
for people getting older. 

National statistics show that 85 percent 
of health problems elders face could be 
reduced significantly with better nutri- 
tion, says Senior Center Director Jeanne 
Madden. 

Experts say malnutrition is a national 
epidemic for the nation’s aging popula- 
tion, and Andover is not exempt, says 
Madden. 

“When you put your arms around 
them, many older people seem small. We 
tend to think that (getting smaller) is part 
of the normal aging process,” Madden 
says. 

But so few elders can manage to get 
enough of the right foods that a healthy 
aging process is not well documented, she 
says. 

“What is the normal state of an aging 
person?” she asks. 

To combat this epidemic, those who 
develop programs at the Senior Center 
make constant efforts to get members to 
eat right. 

As people get older, many factors con- 
tribute to lack of nutrition, Madden says 
— factors Senior Center programs are 
designed to address. 

Andover resident Giovanna Clark says 
she often comes to the Senior Center to 
eat lunch because there are friends to 
visit with and because the menu is differ- 
ent every day. 

“If you cook for yourself, you eat a lot 
of leftovers,” she says. 

Seniors last Thursday were set to dine 
on vegetable beef soup, “garlic-kissed pot 
roast,” roasted potatoes and carrots and 
mandarin orange “party bowl.” Milk, 
bread and butter are served every day. 

The center does help seniors prepare 
better food at home through one of their 
cooking classes, “Cooking for one,” Mad- 
den says. 

But it includes lunches in as many 
activities as possible, because one reason 
many older people don’t eat as well is that 
living in isolation does not encourage eat- 
ing, she says. 

“It’s been shown that the act of social- 
ization causes you to finish a meal,” Mad- 
den says. 

Not only do people tend to eat more 
often when they socialize more, but they 
eat more of the food in front of them, she 


says.

dent who is also medical director of geri- 
atric services at the Lahey Clinic, agrees 
that isolation is a reason elderly people 
don’t eat well.

Coordinator Kathy Urquart says it’s diffi- 
cult to isolate the reasons why seniors 
aren’t getting the nutrition they need, so 
the center works to address many of 
them.

Madden tells of one Meals on Wheels 
volunteer who returned in tears after see- 
ing someone take the meal she received 
and break it up into three meals of small 
proportions. 

Madden says the center is stepping up 
its efforts to find the people in town who

new coordinator and cook. 

Karen Trefry, food program coordina- 
tor at the center, came to the center three 
months ago from the Oxford Nursing 
Home in Haverhill. 

“Our elders tend to shortchange them- 
selves on nutrition and health,” she says. 

Schreiber says he, too, has treated 
older patients who once led healthy lives, 
but have become depressed living alone, 
and as a result eat less and less. 

Madden and her staff also make an 
effort to educate seniors about nutrition. 

Urquart says sometimes patients needs 
to ask their doctor to specifically spell out 
what is and is not in a low-sodium diet, or 
what kinds of diet changes need to be 
made for someone with high blood pres- 
sure. 

Madden adds that reading nutrition 
labels on food containers is not only con- 
fusing for some seniors, but a strain on 
the eyes. 

Considering these factors, Schreiber 
says the warning signs that someone is 
becoming malnourished are sudden 
weight loss, which is sometimes easy to 
see, or abnormal albumen levels in the 
blood, which wouldn’t be detected unless 
a doctor tests for it. 

Madden says many seniors who are 
malnourished don’t necessarily look thin, 
but still don’t get enough of the right food. 

Some elders can’t eat right because 
they need dental work or take too many 
over-the-counter medications and _ lose 
their appetite, experts say. 

The challenge for Trefry and cook Bar- 
bara Lightfoot is to find recipes that are 
nutritional, low-fat, low-sodium, and 
appealing to diners. 

She credits the members of the center 
themselves for coming forward with 
ideas, and assures them that anyone with 
medical concerns can approach her confi- 
dentially to talk about what they can and 
cannot eat. 

“Surprisingly it worked very well. 
They are aware of some of what they are 
supposed to eat, and it’s a combined effort 
between us,” Trefry says. 

Since she started at the three months 
ago, Trefry says the diners at the senior 
center have been “healthy, active, vibrant 
and contributing to the community,” a 
crowd she enjoys cooking for. 

Trefry and Lightfoot, with some volun- 
teers, create more than 50 meals a day for 
visitors at the Senior Center, and are 
expecting to double their production 
when the Meals on Wheels program is 
brought back in-house from the regional 
program that runs it today. 

“It’s a challenge, but it’s not out of the 
question at all,” she says. 

New programs in health that proved 
successful at the center include a “Water 
is Life” slogan to encourage more water 
drinking. 


Madden says it worked, and many 
members have reported that they feel bet- 
ter from drinking more water, even as 
they head to the restrooms.

result of selectmen’s questions. 

Although she was against the lease option, Beck- 
er had the most questions about it. 

“I think that’s my responsibility. If I don’t agree 
with it, it certainly doesn’t restrict me from work- 
ing on it,” says Becker. “I feel I have every right to 
help the town get the best lease it can.” 

Now, senior center advocates only need to wait 
for two things before they see a ground-breaking 
ceremony: 

* Phillips Academy’s Board of Trustees must 
agree to the modifications in the lease selectmen 
have supported, and 

« the Friends of the Andover Seniors must raise 
the more than $4 million needed to renovate and 
expand Williams Hall. 

“We're very happy to have the vote passed, and 
have the politics behind us,” says Doreen Correnti, 
Friends president. 

Correnti said Monday she doesn’t know exactly 
how much the Friends have raised to date, but says 
there are no longer any obstacles in the way of fund 
raising (ee related story, at right). 

The Friends, founded in 1993 specifically to raise 
funds for a new center, will have about 21 more 
months to raise the necessary money. 

According to the lease supported by selectmen, 
the town must tell Phillips by July 1, 2000, how 
much the project will cost, and how much the 
Friends group has raised, or Phillips can terminate 
the lease as of Aug. 1, 2000.

way (of fund raising). This is so won- 
derful to have this behind us,” says 
Correnti. 

The Friends group was founded 
in 1993 with, according to a Friends 
campaign packet, “the sole and 
exclusive purpose of raising funds 
for the establishment of, and to pro- 
vide ongoing support for, a new 
Andover senior center.” 

The Friends received a $100,000 
donation from the Andover Home 
for Aged People, in the fall of 1996 to 
“kick start” their large-scale fund 
raising. At 1997 Town Meeting resi- 
dents approved $500,000 in “seed 
money” for the project. 

The Friends have been engaged 
in other fund-raising projects as 
well, but exactly how much has been 
raised to this point is unknown. 

Asked about that figure this week 
Correnti says, “I haven’t even got a 
clue at this point.” 

She says the Friends have a num- 
ber of checks to count at their next 
meeting on Monday. 

The Friends have been approach- 
ing groups and individuals over the 
summer for donations, and will con- 
tinue to identify and approach 
prospective donors now that select- 


men have approved the lease, says 
Correnti. 

She also expects to soon receive 
checks. from families whose rela- 
tives are members of various town 
committees involved with the senior 
center project, she says. 

“We have a lot of irons in the fire 
right now,” says Correnti. 

The Friends group has about a 
year to demonstrate that it can raise 
the bulk of more than $4 million by 
May 1, 2001. 

The lease approved by selectmen 
says Andover must let Phillips know 
how much the project will cost and 
how much has been raised by July, 
1, 2000. 

“Right now (selectmen) can sit 
back and wait, but we're going to 
need to take an active role in evalu- 
ating where that fund raising is,” 
says Selectman Brian Major, one of 
three selectmen in favor of the Will 
Hall option. 

Although Friends members main- 
tain they will raise the necessary 
funds, Major says if the Friends 
have only raised $1 million by next 
summer, then selectmen may need 
to look at other options for building 
a senior center.

Youth Services competes for public spaces 
with school programs, sports programs, and 
other town-run programs like the Department 
of Community Services. Indeed, the flood of ado- 
lescents coming into his programs are “gradu- 
ates” of numerous programs for younger chil- 
dren. 

DCS runs more than 20 programs a day for 
between 300 and 350 children says Director 
Mary Donahue. 

DCS programs serve younger children and 
adults, while Youth Services, formerly a depart- 
ment under DCS, serves middle- and high- 
schoolers. 

Donahue says the department’s variety of 
programs — small and large groups, structured 
and less structured, hobbies, skills, academics 
and play — appeal to just about everyone in 
town. 

The breadth of activities available for 
younger children is a result of changes in pro- 
gramming over the last 10 years, Fahey says, 
which results in a new phenomenon: some mid- 
dle-schoolers today have been in organized pro- 
grams their entire lives, since they entered day 
care at 6 months of age.

The popular SHED program (Shawsheen 
Extended Day), now housed on the Phillips 
Academy property, started as a town service, 
and became a private non-profit organization 
when it grew. 

The SHED program for kindergartners and 
the SHED Kids Club for students in first to sixth 
grades provides activities for more than 200 stu- 
dents. The Kids Club waiting list is 85 families 
long, and competition for a slot is fierce. Parents 
have been known to camp out overnight to get 
their child a space in the program, which is 
known for it’s variety and ability to let children 
choose which activities they want to participate 
in every day. 

SHED Director Sydney Bialo says program- 
ming is good, but there is such a thing as too 
much. 

“Being involved in activities is enriching, 
but there can be a point when there is too much, 
especially when there is homework involved,” 
she says. 

There are children who leave SHED in the 
afternoon to go to lessons and sports, but SHED 
is designed not to over-program, she says. 

“It’s more of a place where a child can be, but 
can also learn to prepare to be home alone after 
sixth grade,” Bialo says. 

DCS Program Coordinator Kim Stamas, who 
joined DCS three years ago, has expanded pro- 
grams. The department now offers classes for 
kids in everything from etiquette to golf, from 
babysitting to fencing. 

“Even parents who don’t work want to give 
children a chance to meet new friends, and par- 
ents meet other parents,” Donahue says. 
“Because they are working, parents are looking 
for ways for kids to socialize. Kids used to be in 
the neighborhoods playing, but they have to 
find playmates some way,” she says. 

Fahey says his goal is to encourage the 
socialization, without stifling the creativity of

students to come up with their own activities. 

“A community youth center would address 
the need for people to interact in a more simple 
manner,” Fahey says, adding that the most 
important part of his job is connecting with 
kids 


“Five years ago when we started middle 
school programs, we were running into the 
streets saying ‘Please join our program.’ Now 
when our booklet comes out in June, programs 
are full in two weeks,” Fahey says. 

Donahue says fall registration at DCS which 
just opened last week, was filling up as fast as 
ever. 

While programs full of participants make 
program coordinators happy, Fahey says he 
wants to encourage people not to put too much 
structure in their lives, at any age. 

“If everything in a young person’s life is 
about the end result, it becomes dangerous to 
their mental, physical and spiritual health,” 
Fahey says. 

The term “recreation” can mean a $250 pro- 
gram to some families, or a free hike in the 
woods to others, he says, but Fahey envisions a 
community center, the central neighborhood of 
Andover, surrounded by open space and walk- 
ways or bike paths, full of computer rooms for 
adults and kids, and spaces for all kinds of 
activities for all age groups. 

But the recent support form town adminis- 
trators for the formation of a youth council and 
the opening of a skate park shows that 
Andover is committed to its youth, Fahey says. 

“Tm lucky to work with these kids. They’re 
intelligent, articulate, and willing to get 
involved. That’s something the town should be 
proud of,” he says.

The end of an era for many of the native people of Nova 
Scotia and Newfoundland is captured on film and in an 
exhibition opening tomorrow at the Robert S. Peabody 
Museum 

Mikwitemanej Mikmanagi’k: Let Us Remember the Old 
Mi’kmag, a major exhibition, will open Friday, Sept. 24. 
The opening reception will be from 5 to 7 p.m. at the 
museum, 175 Main St., at the corner of Route 28 and 
Phillips Street. 

One might say that Peabody curators past and present 
have combined to create the lastest exhibit opening at the 
museum tomorrow. 

The exhibit combines 69-year-old photographs, taken 
by one of the museum’s former curators, with stories 
gathered by the museum’s current curator. 

The photographs were taken just before a Canadian 
policy took effect that would relocate native people to two 
centralized locations, and force native children into 
boarding schools. 

“This changed their life a great deal,” says Sara Ger- 
main, museum development coordinator. “It was the end 
of an era of self-sufficiency and independence.” 

The museum has worked in partnership with The 
Confederacy of Mainland Mi’kmag in Truro, Nova Scotia, 
to produce the exhibition, which features more than 90 
photographs taken in Mi’kmaw communities in 1930-1931 
by anthropologist Frederick Johnson. Johnson was cura- 
tor at the Peabody Museum from 1936-1967. 

The images, taken in seven communities in Nova 
Scotia and Newfoundland, portray many aspects of com- 
munity life. The photos show people enjoying family 
gatherings, fishing, making baskets and celebrating St. 
Anne’s Day. 

During the past two years, curators have made “a 
special effort to return these photos to the seven different 
communities,” says Germain. 

Seven separate trips were made, along with efforts to 
include the elders of the seven communities in the 
scheduled meetings. 

“Of course, when they saw these pictures for the first 
time they were quite amazed. They didn’t know these 
pictures has existed in the first place,” says Germain. 

“They were very touched by it. They were excited by it.

The exhibition examines Mi’kmaw life in 1930 and ’31 
and changes caused by the Canadian Indian policy instit- 
uated after 1930. 

Today there are 20,000 Mi’ kmaw people living in more 
than 30 communities through Canada’s Atlantic 
provinces, and about 1,600 in Massachusetts and Maine, 
according to the museum.

Sometime in the future, 
Der Ananian will deploy overseas on 
the fast attack submarine USS Los 
Angeles to give America’s foes a rea- 
son to pursue peace. 

Navy Lt. Der Ananian, the 26-year- 
old son of Gail Der Ananian, of 
Andover, and the late Souran Der 
Ananian, is the assistant weapons 
officer on the USS Los Angeles. The 
$900-million Los Angeles (1990 prices), 
based in Pearl Harbor, allows the 
Navy to conduct surveillance, protect 
ships, and deliver Tomahawk mis- 
siles during war — all from the secre- 
cy of the ocean depths. 

Operating the 6,900-ton Los Angeles 
requires the efforts of 130 sub- 
mariners, including 13 officers. 

The Los Angeles, which was com- 
missioned in 1976, was the first of its 
design. More than 80 like it followed 
within two decades. Today the Navy 
maintains about 60 fast-attack sub- 
marines, which are known inter- 
changeably as 688 class or Los 
Angeles-class subs. 

Der Ananian, a 1991 graduate of 
Phillips Academy, understands the 
need for Los Angeles-class submarines 
and their top-secret missions. 

All Los Angeles-class submarines

about one friend’s vacation this summer. She 
thought it was so great that despite a brutal 
heat wave, there was still a festival-like atmos- 
phere, with crowds listening to the music of 
Indigo Girls and Natalie Merchant, in tempera- 
tures that rose to 103°F.

Individual Retirement Account turns 25 


Think back to 1974 ... Bjorn Borg 
won the French Open, “American 
Graffiti” was the hot soundtrack and 
“All in the Family” was America’s 
favorite show. A piece of history you 
may not recall was the introduction of 
the Individual Retirement Account 
(IRA). 

Over the past 25 years there have 
been many IRA changes -- some better 
than others -but Americans are once 
again looking favorably at this 
retirement savings vehicle. 

One of the first changes came in 1976 
when the limit on annual contributions 
was raised from $1,500 to $1,750, 
allowing investors to save even more 
for retirement. 

In 1981, investors flocked to IRAs 
when the Economic Recovery Tax Act 
expanded the IRA so that all workers 
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could make tax-deductible 
contributions of up to $2,000 annually. 
“The new IRAs were an_ instant 
success,” said Stephen Mitchell, senior 
vice president, Fidelity Investments. 
“For the majority of Americans who 
had $2,000 to invest, it was an easy 
decision to contribute to an IRA and 
receive the immediate tax benefit.” 

In 1986, tax changes caused millions 
to discontinue contributing to their 
IRAs. Requirements changed 
drastically so that not all contributions 
were tax-deductible. Deductibility of 
contributions depended on 
participation in an employer-sponsored 
retirement plan and adjusted gross 
income. 

“After the tax benefits were reduced, 
only about one in four continued to

Your mutual fund investment may 
be subject to the taxation of 
distributions from the fund, and the 
taxation of any gains you’ve realized 
from redeeming shares. 


Mutual fund distributions. Mutual 
funds are legally required to distribute 
virtually all of their net gains to 
shareholders each year, which 
represent the fund’s’ gains from 
dividends, interest and the sale of 
securities that have appreciated. 


Dividends. These distributions are 
income a fund has received from the 
dividends and interest paid by 
companies in the portfolio. They are 
taxed as ordinary income. 


Short-Term Capital Gains. These 
distributions are the fund’s gains from 
sales of securities owned for 12 months 
or less. These distributions are also 
taxed as ordinary income. Short-term 
capital gains from mutual funds cannot 
be offset against capital losses. 

Long-Term Capital Gains. These 
distributions are a fund’s gains from 
securities owned for longer than 12 
months. They are taxed at a maximum 
rate of 20 percent (10 percent if you are 
in the 15 percent income tax bracket).

matter) is the difference between what 
you paid for a security and what you 
sold it for. But the IRS has a more 
complex definition. 

To determine your capital gain, or 
capital loss, you will need to know the 
difference between what you paid for 
shares of the fund, or the “basis,” and 
what you sold the shares for. There are 
several ways to compute basis, but the 
method you use must be followed for all 
future sales or exchanges of that fund’s 
shares. Any change must be approved 
by the IRS. If you own more than one 
fund, you may use a different method 
for each. 


First In, First Out (FIFO). Unless 
you specify otherwise, this is the 
method the IRS assumes you are using. 
FIFO assumes that the first shares 
purchased are the first ones to be 
redeemed. 


Specific Shares. At the time of sale, 
you specify which shares are sold. 


Average Cost. Many _ fund 
companies now provide this 
information directly to shareholders. 
This system examines each purchase 
made and derives an average per-share 
price paid.

Changes in pension and _ Social 
Security benefits mean you will 
probably have to take a more active role 
in your own retirement planning.

contribute to their IRAs,” said Mitchell. 

U.S. lawmakers recognized the need 
for change and in 1997, through the 
Taxpayer Relief Act, introduced the 
Roth IRA - the first retirement savings 
option where contributions can grow 
tax-free. “In 1998, Fidelity converted 
more than 260,000 traditional IRAs to 
Roth IRAs,” said Mitchell. 

To be eligible for a full $2,000 annual 
contribution to a Roth IRA, investors 
must have adjusted gross income of no 
more than $95,000 for single filers and 


$150,000 for joint filers. Contributions 


can be made up until April 15, 1999 for 
the 1998 tax-filing deadline. 

Here are a few tips to make the most 
of your IRA options: 


If you are eligible, consider opening 
a Roth IRA. Contributions grow tax- 
free. 

Contribute the maximum to your 
traditional or Roth IRA each year. 

If changing jobs, consider putting 
the funds from your employer plan into 
a rollover IRA. This decision can help 
you avoid paying current taxes and 
penalties associated with cash 
distributions. 


Consider your time horizon. If it’s 
long, you may want to be more 
aggressive in your _ retirement 


investments, seeking higher returns 
with a higher associated risk.

Swindlers across the U.S. and Canada 
have reportedly developed a number of 
sthemes using Year 2000 concerns to 
cheat banks, customers and businesses. 
And predictions are that the variety of 
Y2K scams will increase as the new 
millennium draws closer. 

There are a number of red flags that 
signal possible Y2K fraud. Key among 
them is any questions about your 
personal or financial information. 

“Beware of any unsolicited request 
for your Social Security number, bank 
account, credit card numbers or the 
password or personal identification 
numbers (PINs) for your ATM or debit 
cards,” caution the experts at the 
America’s Community Bankers (ACB) 
trade group. 

Community bankers recently issued 
a fraud alert as part of a national “Ask 
Us About Y2K” public service effort 
aimed at educating consumers about 
bank efforts to prepare themselves and 
their customers for the coming 
millennium. Some 70 percent of 
respondents to a recent Gallup poll 
indicated the information they receive 
from their financial institutions would 
most influence their banking-related 
plans for the coming millennium. 

In one widely reported scam, the con 
artist poses as a bank employee and calls 
customers, saying that the bank is 
having Y2K troubles. The caller requests 
account numbers and permission to 
transfer funds to a “Y2K safe” account- 
which, of course, never happens. The 
money is transferred, of course, right to 
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Protect yourself from Y2K scam artists Understandin 


the thief. 

ACB’s experts maintain that the 
safest place for your money, in this 
century or the next, is a financial 
institution where deposits are insured 
by Uncle Sam. 

It’s not just consumers that are the 
target of Y2K fraud. There are a number 
of fraud schemes aimed at businesses, 
too. In one of these scams, bank business 
customers are offered a Y2K audit by 
their “lender” for a modest fee. Another 
version of this con has the grifter 
offering a quick fix for the business’ 
computers. Both the audit and the fix 
are bogus and the con artist simply 
pockets the money. 

One of the best ways to avoid 
becoming the victim of fraud is to verify 
the credentials of the caller before 
providing any personal or financial 
information. Should an _ unsolicited 
caller claim they are calling from your 
bank, call the bank or check them out 
with a consumer protection office. If the 
individual is offering a service such as 
making all your business’ computers 
Y2K compliant, ask for references or 
check with the Better Business Bureau 
(www.bbb.org). 

If you suspect a scam, report it to the 
state attorney general. Your timely 
notification of authorities just might 
help put a stop to the swindle and 
prevent others from being stung. One of 
the best ways to avoid Y2K scams is to 
always remember the first 
commandment of fraud prevention-if it 
sounds too good to be true, it probably is.

What are banks doing about the 
Year 2000 problem? 

All financial institutions, large and 
small, are implementing 
comprehensive plans aimed at making 
sure “mission critical” systems 
continue to _ function without 
interruption. These are the programs 
consumers care about most: check 
processing, ATMs and_ account 
statements. 

Federal regulators have given a top 
grade of “satisfactory” to 97 percent of 
the nation’s financial institutions.

into a host of services from a personal 
computer with the bank’s computer 
over telephone wires - all from the 
comfort of your home or office. And the 
good thing about this is you have 24 
hour access to the information; there 
Gre no set banking hours involved. 
Although transactions are generally 
not processed instantaneously, they 
are processed quite quickly. 

According to Quicken.com, a 
personal finance software company, 
this relatively new technology allows 
you to: 

* Access up-to-date account balances. 

¢ See at-a-glance which checks and 
deposits have cleared. 

* Download transactions directly 
into your own bookkeeping packages. 

« Transfer money between accounts. 
“+ Communicate with your financial 
institution via e-mail. 

* Get current charge and credit card 
statements on demand. 

As with anything, there are pros and 
cons of Internet banking. First, the 
advantages. Consumers who choose to 
do their banking online can do it 
whenever they want, as the services 
are available 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. The transactions are 
executed quickly, with processing time 
comparable to that of an ATM 
transaction. Also, the range of things a 
customer can do is fairly extensive, 
such as checking an account balance 
and transferring funds. 

There are a few disadvantages, 
though. First, you have to own or have 
access tO a computer, and be 
comfortable using it. You have to 
invest time in entering data into the 
computer, troubleshooting until you 
get it down pat. And there might be 
some concern as far as the computer 
system or site crashing while you're 
doing your banking online. 


Picking up the phone 

If you don’t have a computer and 
#<efer the telephone, you're in luck. 
The Savings Bank, like most large 
banks, offers a 24-hour line where, at 
the touch of a few buttons, customers 
can get their account information, 
latest rates and bank hours. It comes in 
handy because people can _ check 
account balances and transfer money 
between accounts if needed. 

There’s no need to talk to a person if 
that’s the way you want it. But bank 
tellers are always available if a 
customer has a question or problem. 
According to Mr. Benson, people who 
use the 24-hour line on a regular basis 
till come into the bank for servicing 
questions. And they always welcome 
people to come in and do their banking 
in person. The information line, which 
has been up and running for about two 
years now, has been a success with 
customers. 

The Savings Bank also offers a Loan 

Line for people looking to apply for a 
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loan, ie. for home improvement or 
auto. One benefit of this line is its 24- 
hour turnaround. According to Mr. 
Benson, a customer can get approved 
over the phone and come in to the bank 


the next day to complete’ the 
paperwork. This reduces the time a 
person has to spend inside the bank 
filling out lengthy forms. The Loan 
Line is a relatively new feature, 
implemented a little more than two 
years ago. 


The old standby 

Automatic teller machines (ATMs) 
are nothing new to the banking 
industry, but that doesn’t mean they’re 
not a popular and efficient way to 
access money. Even more convenient 
are drive-up ATMs, which allow the 
customer to use the machine without 
stepping foot out of his or her car. 

At the Andover branch, the drive-up 
ATM is extremely popular and always 
seems to have cars lined up there eager 
to get money, according to Mr. Benson. 
“The activity there has just been 
tremendous,” he said. “It’s just 
amazing.” 


Then and now 

Since beginning as a banker back in 
1962, Mr. Benson has certainly seen the 
business evolve. When he first started 
out, banks were still using ledger 
cards, with computers still in the 
future. 

Bankers have adjusted to different 
ways of banking over the years, 
especially with the advent of 
computers and all their capabilities. 
“‘Tve gone through the _ entire 
transition,” Mr. Benson said. The 
speed and accuracy of banking today is 
light years away from even just a 
decade ago.

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Seven ways to lower your debt

on how to live a debt-free life. 


1. Total the amount you owe. Too frequently, people fail to look at the 
actual numbers. List each of the loans or credit accounts you have, the 
total you owe, interest paid on that amount and your minimum monthly 
payment. Seeing the numbers in black and white will help you gain a 
clearer picture of your debt. 


2. Restructure your debt. Find ways to lower your interest payments. 
Transfer credit card balances to cards with a lower interest or 
consolidate to one loan, either a personal loan or a home-equity loan. 


3. Use all of your resources to reduce your debt. If your savings is only 
earning you pennies, then consider using that money to eliminate high- 
interest loans. If the interest earned is lower than the interest you are 
paying, then you are not getting ahead by keeping the money in savings. 
Use any extra funds towards that balance: tax refunds, profits from a 
yard sale and bonuses from work should all be sent to your creditors. 


4. Pay off the highest interest rates first. Make your payments wisely. 
For loans with smaller interest rates, pay only the minimum amount. 
Use extra funds to pay off the debts with the highest interest rates. 


5. Increase your payments by as much as you can. It sounds harder 
than it really is. If you are currently paying $60 a month towards a $3000 
debt, at 18 percent interest, it will take more than 10 years to eliminate 
the debt. Add $15 more a month and you will be free from that debt in 
half the time. 


6. Pay the same amount each month. Disregard the fact that your 
principle is going down or your creditors plan to reduce your payments. 
The quicker you reduce the amount you owe, the more you are saving in 
interest. 


7. If your debt is too big, get help. The Consumer Credit Counseling 
Service is a non-profit organization dedicated to helping people reduce 
their debt. The group can be reached at (800) 388-2227. 


Ways to avoid ATM fees — 


1. Make sure your bank doesn’t charge for use of its machines. You 
should be able to visit your own bank without a charge. © 

2. Consider moving your accounts to a credit union. Fees, even ATMs, 
are usually cheaper than at commercial banks. 

3. Avoid ATMs that charge fees, and try to bank enly at your own bank. 

4. Take out a larger amount once, rather than visit two or three times a 
week for a small amount. 

5. Return to the days of visiting a teller, when possible. Nowadays, we
